The next mandatory four-week academy training begins Tuesday, April 16, 2019, at each of the
three facilities (CMCF, MSP, and SMCI).

Other requirements to be a correctional officer include: You must be at least 21 years of age; have
a high school diploma or GED; have a valid driver’s license; and have no felony or domestic
violence convictions.

In addition to an interview and a background check, the selection process also includes a math test,
report writing exercise, physical agility test, polygraph, and drug test.
